Extract of a letter from an American merchant of 
the first respectabuaty in London, to his friend in 
Virgima, dated 
Lonpon, Oct 15, 1820. 

“‘ You speak of increasing your crop of Tobacco 
to more than double in future. Others throughout 
the southern states, will, no doubt, aim at the same 
thing,.and the consequence will be to reduce prices 
down al-nost to nothing. If your exports of this ar- 
ticle could be reduced to 60,000 hhds per annum, 
t at quantity would nett more mney to the shippe s 
than double the quantity would render them; but I 
am aware of the impossibility of any limitation of the 
kind. As to the political state of this cvuntry, I 
think you are wrong in your conclusions, The na- 
tional debt is certainly extravagantly great, but the 
finances are well maraged, and there is not so much 
corruption allowed to pass with impunity, as there 
has been in younger countries. Fraudulent manage- 
ment of public concerns would be punished with great 
sev rity in this cou try, and the actors in such dis- 
graceful conduct would be turned out of all society, 
and held in contempt by every one.””—JVat. Int.
